The country highway is the connect- 


in" link of the American farmers. 
It 


binds the farms together instead of sepa- 
ration them, arid furnishes the means by 
which a neighborhood may be a unit in 
the nation. The " common road' is a 
common interest, and is the common 
expression of a common hie. Along it 
the Btraiver passes, aud from it he gams 
lasting and very accunit*.- impressions of 
those "who make, it what it is. 


If a hMiway was for travel and noth- 


ino- more, and travel was simply the 
eeltinc from one place to another, then 
a good roadbed of the shortest length 
between connected points would meet 
the full demands of a country road. But 
wapiti travel largely for pleasure, and 
when the going is a'duly. they desire to 
mix as much comfort with the commis- 
sion as is possible. The roadside is the 
constantly changing panorama of all 
who pass'along any highway. 


The writer knows of twoequally good 


roads, so far as the roadbed is con- 
cerned, at equal distances from a village. 
One is kept clean, not expensively so, 
the grass is cut, and it well pays, the 
owners of the land for the.r work. The 
other common road has half-finished 
ditche« along the side, which bristie 
with Canada thistle and other vile 
weeds. The fences arc hedgerows of 
filth and propagating beds for noxious 
plants that each year seed down the 
whole neighborhood 
with expensive 


pests. The farmers along this portion 
of the highway have, with one accord, 
turned the road into a common '• slop 
iar " into which they throw everything 
that is not (it to be soon. In one place 
is a large brush heap, upon which the 
trimmings of the trees in the door-yard 
are annually thrown, andberomnan ob- 
iei:t of fright to many a horse that 
passes by starlight. 
A little further on 


is the loo'-yard of a farmer. 
The road- 


side is appropriated as a place whert 
the necessary rails are split from yeai 
to year. In this brush the turkeys 
build a nest, and behind the logs a lit 
ter of pi«'S first sees the light of day 
Born upon the highway, these animal 
hold all the claims of their birthright 
The next farmer has his barn "on tin 
road." and with the tumble-down pile 
of old lumber, interspersed with broken 
harrows and cultivators wliieh surround 
it, the passer by must either shut his 
eyes and nose too, or hi; a witness to a 
thriftless, and even a disgusting scene. 
Not far up the road tilings are even 
worse, for, instead of the barn tie 
house is on the public highway, and the 
carriage truck i.i daily sprinkled with 
the chips that Hv from the slow and 
melancholy chopper in his boundless 
roadside wnod-\ ard. 


The farmers along the well-Kept road- 


way have no better farms tlnin their 
slip-shod neighbors on the oilier side, ol 
the villu"c: they, perhaps, do not make 
any more moiii-v. 
lint then; are some 


things in wliieh they are vastly supe- 
rior." They l i v e on a higher plane, and 
therefore a comparison is diflicult to 
make, and not nt all necessary. Ihc 
well-kept i''""l f-"'ls :lU tlll! l!le!ls''rc 
drivinw no one thinks of going into the 
unkempt district except 'on business 
The tidv road is a double, and mutual 
comfort to those who desire to take a 
pleasure, drive and to the farmers who 
dwell alone tin; highway. 
Nothing en- 


livens the common life of the farmer 
ami his family like the sight of frequent 
vehicles upon the highway. 


The dill'ereiice in the cost ol keeping 


the two extremes of country road is in 
f-ivor of the one that is neat and plcas-_ 
in.f to the eye. There is an inureasu ot 
ha" and a'great saving of labor in 
weed-killing. 
The roadside that is left 


to itself is not mowed, and yields only 
weeds. The value of the farms, though 
the same at UieoutJBt, are widely dif- 
ferent now. Though the fertility of the 
acres may not be 1'ar from the sam<

In going through the country, the eye 


is wearied by the steady succession of 
white houses, usually with green blinds 
and red chimneys. Why we see so few 
houses of other colors, I am unable to 
say 
Perhaps white is adhered to from 


force of habit. A house so dazzling in 
its whiteness that it could be seen from 
anywhere within a goodly circle ol 
miles, like a white spot in a green map, 
was our fathers' highest idea of beauty. 
We became used to seeing what they 
thought was particularly fine, and when 
we came to build houses of our own, we 
quite naturallv did as our fathers did. 
The consequence is that white houses 
glare at us everywhere we go. If they 
are toned down with trees and vines, 
the cBect is not so bad, but I can con- 
ceive of no more self-asserting and dis- 
aoreeable feature in a landscape than a 
g?eat white house, standing in an open 
yard unless it is a red one. In summer 
the contrast between a white house and 
the landscape is too strong. In winter 
there is none. 
,. 
Before painting a house, we should 


study the landscape about it, and de- 
cide on a color that will be in harmony 
with it. We do not want a green house. 
I do not mean that when I say we 
should select a color in harmony, but 1 
moan a color that is in contrast with the 
prevailing tints of the landscape, and 
does not conflict with them, 
lucre- is 


no reason why two harmonizing colors 
should not be" in complete contrast with 
each other. 
A great many people get 


the idea that harmony of color means 
similarity, and that contrast means con- 
flict. This is not the case. Drab and 
blue contrast strongly with each other, 
but there is complete harmony between 


For country houses 1 would advise for 


open, exposed places, a pale gray, or 
drab. There arc complaints made fre- 
quently that drab looks eold. 
It can 


not look colder than white does, and 
there is no reason why it should look 
cokl at all, if proper care is taken to 
have the trimmings of the house ol 
some warm, cheerful color. 
1 know a 


drab house with deep, warm-toned 
brown cornice and blinds, with plenty 
of vines clambering up it to break the 
monotony of Ihe surface between the 
windows, and it is one of the warmest- 
looking houses 1 know of. In the sum- 
mer it is refreshing to look at it. 
It 


does not pain the eyes with its glare, ll 
does not assert itself the moment you 
reach the top of the hill and come 
within sight of it. 
A white house vvouKl 


draw your attention at once; and no 
matter how you might try to look at 
something else, the white blotch on the 
landscaptT would leave its impression in 
your eye, aud you could not help seeing 
it 
This tray house seems part ot the 


landscape" 
Its colors blend we'll with 


the ei-ecu above it.' There arc; no large 
trees around it, but there are vines, and 
the general effect in summer is cool and 
ubdnod, and in winter it gives a sense 
J warmth and comfort. 
Why it gives 


sensation of warmth at one season 


nd of coolness at another, is explained 
w the fact that summer is a season of 
ligh, bright colors, and the drab is in a 
ower tone of color than those prevail- 
no- in the landscape. Winter is a sea- 
on of but little color, and then drab, m 
ontrast with the snow-covered earth, 
becomes cheerful, and the deep-toned 
rirjiminu-.s, which should bo seen on 
every house painted in drabs or grays, 
give a sense of warmth which they 
vould not have in 
summer when 


all about it is in high, decided tones. 
I am glad that we see fewer new 


houses painted white now than for- 
merly. 
The taste of the people is being 


educated to a more correct knowledge 
of what is fitting and appropriate. 
In 


time to come wn shall see few white 
houses, and no bright red barn 
LO give 


us a sense of intense heat and conse- 
quent bodily discomfort on a summer 
day, when we arc trying to keep cool.

the Pension Bureau is something 
enormous. 
Many of the original 


claimants'have died since liliug their 
papers, and tbe difficulty of obtain 
ing evidence on which to establish 
certain classes of cases has beon 
greatly aggravated by the lapse of 
time. This is especially tho case 
with dependent "father and mother 
claims," where the soldier filed his 
evidence and has since died. It is 
comparatively easy to obtain evi- 
dence in most of claims for pensions. 
All classes of pensioners have to be 
suspended for additional evidence of 
some kind. 
As every examiner is 


necessarily both judge and jury in 
the cases before him, subject to the 
Pension laws and rules of the Pen- 
sion Office, great care is being exer- 
cised to got him started off right,. 
There have been about GOO clerks 
appointed in the Pension Oflieo with- 
in a month, most of the now appoint- 
ees being assigned to duty as exam- 
iners. The new system of special 
agents is said to be working well, 
and in time will prove the most sat- 
isfactory branch of the pension ser- 
vice.

REPUBLICAN MASS MEETING, j 


Captain Bowell Greeted by a Big 


Crowd of Voters at the 


Court House. 


A Splendid Practical Speecn Delivered 


by Our Next Congressman. 


The Republican campaign in Macon 


county was commenced in Decatur last 
night, at the court house, in the presence 
of about 700 voters, there being present 
a goodly number of ladies. Here and 
there could, be seen democratic voters, and 
the only regret is that there were not 
more representatives of the Bourbon party 
present. 


The speaker of the evening was Captain 


Jonathan H. Bowell, of Bloomington, 
Republican nominee for Congress in this 
district, who was escorted from the New 
Deming Hotel to the court house by 
Goodman's cornet band. 
The meeting 


was called to order at 8 o'clock by J. R- 
Mosser, who introduced the gentleman 
who is well qualified to cope with his 
opponent in the congressional race in 
oratory and argument. 
He spoke for 


nearly two hours in a very forcible man- 
ner, commanding the undivided attention 
of his hearers. It was a practical, logical 
and common sense address, and, as a 
whole, was a just arraignment of the 
Democratic and Greenback parties, and a 
Bkillful exposure of the absurd fallacies 
and deceitfulness of the leaders of the 
parties whose chief aim is to obtain power 
that they may hold office and undo what 
it cost the. North 500,000 lives aud three 
billions of dollars to accomplish. 


The Captain began by stating that this 


is the people's country, and upon their 
shoulders rest the conduct and manage- 
ment of governmental affairs, and the 
man who neglects to cast his vote at every 
election fails in hifl duty as a citizen. The 
speaker had no apology to oiler for dis- 
cussing political questions. The people 
have a right to hear him as their chosen 
standard-bearer in this congressional dis- 
trict. There are two forms of govern- 
ment -state and national-and political 
parties are divided on national affairs. 
The condition of this country, whatever 
it may be, affects our standing abroad. 
National policies establish good or bad 
financial system and encourage or dis- 
courage industry. The state is the police 
of the country. It enforces law, protects 
the people, and property. As a candidate 
for a national office the Captain stated 
that he would discuss national questions, 
being satisfied that the various candidates 
for state offices are fully competent to 
to speak on matters of live interest to the 
people of the State. 


In this country there now exist two 


parties, and the people must choose be- 
tween the two. A vote east outside is a 
vote thrown away, for a vote to be effec- 
tive must be east to accomplish some- 
tiling; it must be a vote that means some- 
thing aud not thrown away on side is- 
sues. Men who think aud desire to have 
their votes count—men who are not mere 
dreamers—don't often go groping around 
in the dark. To-day there are two lead 


republicans who seated Abraham Lin- 
coln as president of the United States. 
At this point in his address Mr. Rowell 
took occasion to explain the democratic 
version of a "free and uncorrnpted bal- 
lot," and showed how the democratic 
congress of two years ago stopped the 
wheels of the government by refusing ap- 
propriations that were needful. He de- 
clared that all the republican vot- 
ers down 
south cannot 
read, and 


for the benefit of such ballots with col- 
ored backs are provided for them that 
there may be no mistakes. The demo- 
crats have plain white ballots of tissue 
composition, so thin ithat a dozen of 
them pieced together seem no thicker 
than the republican ballot with ite colored 
back. 
The ballots are handed to the 


democratic judges and placed in the box. 
The difference in the color and texture of 
the ballots being very noticeable, it was 
easy to determiue how the election was 
going. Should it happen that there were 
more ballots in the box than there 
were names on the poll books, the matter 
could be easily adjusted. The law of 
South Carolina was such that the demo- 
cratic judge could be blindfolded, aud 
then take out enough ballots to even the 
thing.

Life-Slavery for Debt. 
mtr 


It was recently brought out in a de- 


hate in the House of Commons that 
slavery of the worst class-debt slavery 
-not only was allowedto exist, but was 
actually protected and upheld in one of 
the Malay native States which are under 
the protection of England, and where 
the British flag is constantly kept flying. 
A correspondent, who vouches for tne 
accuracy of every particular, sends us 
the following narrative of the way in 
which a British resident fosters this 
hateful system. Mr. James Innes (writes 
our correspondent), 
son of the late 


Prof. Cosmo Innes, of Edinburg, has 
been for some years Collector and mag- 
istrate in one of the Malay native States 
called i-elangor. While there one ol 
his chief duties was to discourage slav- 
ery, which he did with very great suc- 
cess. In August. 1878, however, he was 
moved to another of the three Malay 
native States called Perak, to relieve ft 
brother official who had been invalided 
home. In Perak Mr. Innes found to 
his astonishment that part of his duty 
as magistrate was to issue warrants for 
the capture of runaway slaves and to 
see that the warrants were carried out. 
He inquired of the other English offleUOs 
in the place, and found that this dis- 
reputable work, as he considered it, had 
been done by his predecessor and also 
by the Superintendenta of Police, but 
that they had always done it with great 
reluctance, and only in obedience to the 
express commands of Mr. Low, the 
Resident of Perak. It appeared that it 
was the custom of the country, en- 
conrawed 
and 
approved 
by 
the 


Governor of the Straits settlements 
The more Mr. Innes inquired into the 
subject the more revolting it appeared. 
It was piw ed boj ond a doubt that the 
unfortunate slaves nei er ran away un- 
less their lives were made absolutely 
unendurable. It also appeared 
that 


when, by the agency of the English 
magistrates or otheiwise these poor 
wrctche0 were caught and returned to 
their master?, they were not infrequent- 
ly tortured to death. This was done to 
deter others from following their exam- 
ple. Mr. Innes naturallyTiestitated at 
making himself an accessory to murder. 
In Malaya, as in other States where 
debt slaverj picv.iils, a peasant who 
lion ows a sovereign fiom his landlord 
i, liable on failure to repay the loan to 
be made a slave for life, together with 
his wife and family. 
Even children 


born after their parents have become 
debt slaves ate the property of the cred- 
itoi, and their children, also 
The re- 


sult is that almost eiery one in the 
countrj who is not a rajah is a slave 
There is no middle class in a Malay 
country, nothing between a rajah and a 
ryot. The lajah ieeds and clothes his 
si.™ es, ot course, in return for their la- 
bor and sometimes treats them not nn- 
kimll}. calling them his children. But 
he can sell them for so much a head, or 
order them to be killed if they should of- 
fend him —I'dll-Mull Gitzdte
